The Queen’s Birthday. 


To-dey isthe Sfty-fourth anniversary of 
the birth of bir beloved Sovereiga, Victoria 
Auexanpaina, Queen of Grélt Britain and I:e- 
laod aad ihe Dependencies thereunto be- 
longing, upon which the sua never ceases to 
cast his-tays. Wherever the British fiag 
waves in the breeze or the roll of the British 
@rem is heard this day, whether it be on 
British soil, upon the vasty deep, or in the 
ports of friendly foreign States, the anniver. 
sary of the birth of Bagland’s good and noble 
Queen will be celebrated with hearty good 
will by her loving subjects. Her Majesty, as 
_qmost of our readers ate doubiless aware, is 
the only child of the late Duke of Kent and 
of the Princess Louisa Victoria of Saxe- 
Coburg (relict of the Hereditary Prince of 
Leiningen), and was born at Kensington 
Palace, Muy 24th, 1819, ber futher aod mother 
~who were then residing sbroad—baving hast- 
enéd to England, in order that their ebild 
might “be bora & Briton.” Her general 
eiecation was directed, under ber mother’s 
eare, by the dowager Duchess of Northum- 
berlaad, then wife of the third Duke, and 
with what care, ber subsequent history 
bas proved. Until witbin s few weeks 
of her accession, her life was spent 
in comparative retirement, varied by 
$.grs through various parts of the United 
Kipgdom, She succeeded to the throne on 
the death of her wocle, the late King Wil- 
liam, in June, 1837, aud ber coronation was 
celebrated in Westminster Abbey on the 28th 
of June, 1838, so that on the 28th of next 
Jane she will have reigned 36 years. During 
all this long period of time, there is nota 
single instance on record of ber having de- 
viated a single bair’s breadth from her strict 
line of duty as a constitutional ruler, and to 


ber wisdom and prudence id the adqinistra-, 


tion of public affairs is ina large measure 
due the remarkable progress which bas cbar- 
acterized the history of the British Empire 
from the date of her accession to the present 
time. Her Majesty is the pattern of a women 
ia all the relations of life, as o Queen, asa 
, asa wife, and as a mother. The 
bigh moral influence which sbe bas ever 
@hrown sround ber own Court, has been felt 
more or less in all the Courts of Europe. 
Sbe bes done more by her example as a 
sovereign to preserve royalty aod check the 
growth of republicanism in the Old World, 
thao any sovereign ever did before ber. She 
never permitted her authority as a Queen to 
interfere with ber duties as a wife, and up to 
the peried of the decease of the lamented 
Prince Consort, the domestic relations of the 
royal housebold were a perfect model of con- 
felicity ; and as a motber, her pious 
@ and tender regard for the proper 
training of ber childrea in souad christise 
ptiaciple, has not only endeared her to ber 
a family and people, but has also won the 
sdolretion of surrounding nations and _made 
ber name s household word throughout 
ehristendom. From worldly trials and deep 
family affliction she bas not been exempt. 
The frst blow of domestic grief which she 
has been made to feel, was the loss of her 
mother, the Duchess of Keot, after a short 
illaess, in the spriog of 1861, and ere she re- 
cor from the shock experienced by that 
sad event, she was called to endure a still 
affliction by the sudden death of the 
Consort, tothe great grief of the en- 
tite kingdom, which occurred in the follow- 
moath of December. This last sad siroke 
with crashing weight upon the heart of 
ber Majesty, and although she bowed with 
bumble christian resigoation to this inscrut- 
able dispensation of Divine Providence, she 
bas never ceased to mourn the loss she thereby 
sustained, Asshe bas growa in years she 
_bes also gruwa in the love and 
egteem of her millions of subjects scattered 
over the face of the earth, of every clime and 
race and color. In no part of her widespread 
realm. bas she more devoted and loyal sub- 
* jects than those of the Dominion of Canads. 
On more than one occasion have they testi- 
fied their loyalty to the British Crown and 
British institutions, by their acts as well as 
by their words, and are ready to do so Dre 
should occasion demand it. As a part of the 
Dominion British Columbia claims, al- 
though the youngest of the family, to be not 
a whit bebind any otber Province in devoted 
loyalty, to her Majesty, and in no part of ber 
realm will the anniversary of her birth be 
more beartily.and loyally observed thia day 
than in this part of the Deminion of Canada. 
Lopg way her Majesty be spared to rule over 
the British Empire. Let the prayer of ever. 
loyal Briton to-day be‘‘God Save the Queen,”

NAVIGATION OF THE COLOMBIA BIVER. 


Mr. Slake moved in the Hoase ot Commons 
May 6th, for a Commitree of the Whole to 
consider certain resolutions for an address to 
Her Majesty praying that she will be graci- 
ously pleased to direct that such steps may 
be taken as shall, in Her Majesty's jadgment 
be best calculated to procure the concession 
to British subjects of the free navigation of 
the Columbia river. Ue said be had no in- 
tention of going at any length into this mat- 
ter. The principle of the resolutions involved 
two questivas: - First, whether it was ex- 
pedient to declare an opinion that the free 
navigation of our rivers sbould pot be con- 
ceded without our censaltation, and whether 
we should address ber Majesty on the'subject; 
and, second, whether we should demand the 
free navigation of tbe Columbia, and whether 
we sbould address bet Majesty on the subject 
= « > es * 
What was the parpose of the couotry when 
they foued, after the treaty had taken place; 
in the instructions given to the commissioner, 
it was Gisticeuly stated that Her Majesty's 
Government was prepared to concede the 
navigation of the Sit. Lawrence? What was 
the surprise of the people when they heard 
that there was vo proposal to refer tho sub- 
Ject to the Legislature or to consult the Gov- 
ernment of the country?. But that the Im- 
petial Commission-rs were prepated to ac- 
cept in exchange the free navigation of the 
Yucoo, the Porcupine and the Stekiog 
rivers. Such were the means §by which the 
Treaty of Washington was negotiated. For 
maoy years it bas been the view of the peo- 
ple of the country that their rights sbould 
not beconeeded. For many years it was 
said that we might permit during pleasure 
to the United States the privilege of navigat- 
ing the St. Lawrance aod for which we 
should receive ie return reciprocity, aod that 
right was absolutely conceded. by these Com- 
missioners upon the authority of the Imperial 
Goveroment without any reference to the 
Legislature of Canada, and without any pro- 
test from the Goveroment of Canada, He 
thought the feeling of the Honse sbould be 
takeo on this subject, and that the Govero- 
ment should be censured. He. declined al- 
together to place with the Colonial Sesretary 
the right to take anything from such birtb- 
right.. He believed we should maistaid ove 
own rights. He asked that the opinion of 
the House should be toa: Canada should Lave 
been consulted beford the ratification of the 
treaty, because it was not ratified for some 
time after, and that Parliament shoald have 
been invoked and consulted, but Parliament 
was not called until this was conceded.

He thougat we might fairly 
dem nd as ao equivalent to the St, Lawrence 
the liberty to navigate the Columbia. He 
thought there was no ground on which hon. 
gentlemen could object te the resolution of 
his boo. triend from South Brant, 

Mr. Thempson (Cariboo,) believed that 
when the country of the North West was 
opened up we should derive great benefit from 
the navigation of the three rivers which had 
been conceded to us by the Treaty of Wash- 
ington, especially from the navigation of the 
Yukon, which he believed would prove to be 
ene of the great rivers ot the world. Coming 
to speak of the Columbia river, he said it 
could not be considered a navigable stream. 
Its north braficlf ran’ through British ‘Terri- 
tory in the 49th parallel. The Hudson’s Bay 
Company, under the treaty of 1846, had the 
right of navigation from thence to the sea, 
ard also all persons trading with them, Tbat 
company bad a post to-day on the 49th pat- 
allel, but they did not use the river. Eight- 
eeu miles below the boundary live there were 
dangerous rapids, and forty-five miles distant 
the navigation became impossible, owing to 
a series of falls and rapid-. At ceftain dis~ 
tances chere were navigable reaches on which 
the Americans had steamers running. 
connect with the portages around which rail- 
ways have been built by the Americans for 
cerryiog treight, but would any one contend 
that the Americans would permit us to baild 
steamers in their territory, because the riv- 
er ran through American territory, or would 
they allow.us to use their railways? The 
Treaty of Washington did not give Americans 
the right to navigate the canals of the St. 
Lawrence, and therefore no power would give 
‘us the right to use the railways rouod the 
rapids which interfered with the navigation, 
vat British and foreigs ships now uavigated 
the Columbia :iver to the ports of entry.

Mr. Mackenzie, leader of the. Opposition, 
followed ina lengthy speech. He moved ia 
amendment to the amendment that an bnm- 
ble address be presented to her Majesty re- 

| presenting that it was the rightof Canada to 
ve consulted before concession to the Unired 
States of the free navigation of the St. Law- 
rence, and that the people of Canada should 
be consulted before the concession of any 
after rights io future, and that steps may be 
taken to secure to Canada all such rights as 
she should enjoy on the principle on which 
the concession of the navigation of the St. 
Lawrence was made. 

Mr. Wilkes said the question before us was 
not the Washington Treaty, bat cer.ain pro- 
visions in it which Canada desired to see 
awatded in future. He repeated bis argu- 
ments made before the Dominivua Board of 
frade. He wold, bad he been in the Honse, 
have voted for the Washington Treaty, bat 
sbould bave beid the ministers responsible 
for the act which bad placed the country ia 
that position. He said that the rivers of 
Alaska, to which we now haye access, went 
through an unbroken forest, which was not 
the case with the Columbia river which bad 
certain distinct portions more or less navi- 
gable, and we therefore sought to get this 
concession. Furtbermore this principle was 
involved, that we should have the right of 
having our views consulted io treaty making. 
He boped the hou. gentieman would view 
things dispassionately and vote in favor of 
the motion of the hon, member for Li mbtoa. 

Sir John A. Macdonald followed, replying 
to remarks of the Opposition, Several other 
members took part in the debate, when 

Mr. Mackenzie's amendment was then put 
to the House and 1 »st—yeas, 65; nays, 90. 

Hon. Mr. Tupper's motion was then put

# PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas by a certain Act of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, passed in the Session there- 
ot held in the 35th year of our Reiga, and 
intitaled,. *‘4n Actrelating to Quaraatine’’ 
it 18 amongst other thing ia effect enacted 
that the Governor in Council may, from.time 
to time, m»ke such regulations asbe thinks 
proper, for eaforciug cotmplianes Wath alP the 
requirements of the said Act and concerning 
the entry and departure of vessels, atthe dif- 
ferent portsivr places ia Caanda,and concern- 
ing the landing of passengers or cargoes from 
such vessels, or the receiving of passengers 
of cargo On board of the sane, 8 may be 
thought best calculated to preserve the pub- 
lic health, and for Gushring the ‘due’ - 
mance of quatantiue by end in respect of ves- 
sels, passengers, goods or things arriving at or 
in the neighborbood of auy port-or place with- 
in Canada, to which he thinks it right, for the 
preservation of the Public Health, that such 
regulations should apply, and forthe thorough 
cleansing and disiniect ng of euch vessels, 
passengers, goods or things, so a8 to prevent, 
as far as possibl-, the introduction or dis- 
semination of disease into or in Canada, and 
may appoint or remove such officers as he 
may deem necegsary for so doing, and assign 
to them, respectively, such powers as he may 
think requisite for carrying out the provisions 
of such regulations, and may, from time t> 
time, revoke or amend the sacfe or any of 
them and may make otters in their stead, 
and may impose penalties, forfeiqures and 
punishment for the breagh thereof; and suth 
regulations shall be notified by Proclamation, 
publisted in the azette, @ 
twice; aud the productign of the copies of 
the Gazette, containiniag any such Proclama- 
tion, shall be evigeae et the making, date 
and contentsvf such regulation: And fur- 
ther that such regulations shall have the 
force uf law during the time they -respertive- 
ly remain unrevoked, unless they be express- 
ly limited to be iw force only during ® cer- 
tain time or season, in which case they 
sball bave the force of law during the 
time and/ at the times and sedgobs datibg” 
or at which they have~béen “limited ‘to 
be in force; and that any person disobeying 
any such regulations shall be beld guilty of 
and may be prosecuted fora’ pregtee es 
punisbable by fine or imprisdnment, or both, 
as the Court may direct; or otherwise such 
person may be sued for the penalties -con- 
tained in such regulation.
